I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  report  for  the 
year  1930. 

Physical  Features  and  General  Character 

OF  THE  District. 

The  Parish  of  Southwold — one  of  the  most  easterly 
in  England — is  647  acres  in  extent  and  roughly  triangular 
in  shape  ;  and,  except  that  it  is  joined  to  the  adjacent 
Parish  of  Reydon  by  a  narrow  stretch  of  beach,  is 
practically  an  island ;  its  boundaries  being  the  North 
Sea,  the  River  Blyth.and  the  Buss  Creek. 

Nowhere  more  than  about  40  feet  above  sea  level, 
the  town  is  situated  at  the  northern  part  of  the  Borough  ; 
the  southern  portion  consisting  of  Common  and  Marsh 
Land. 


The  Soil  is  chiefly  sand  and  gravel  ;  the  surface 
quickly  drying  up  after  rain. 

The  Water  Supply,  obtained  from  Reydon,  is 
abundant  and  good — the  water  itself  being  pure  and 
palatable  but  rather  hard. 

The  Drainage  System  of  the  town  is  modern  and 
efficient ;  the  sewage  being  dealt  with .  by  Biological 
tanks.  The  effluent  discharges  into  the  Buss  Creek  and 
River  Blyth  (tidal  waters)  at  the  extreme  south  of  the 
Parish,  thus  obviating  any  risk  of  sewage  contaminating 
the  sea  in  front  of  the  town. 


The  Town  is  lit  by  gas,  and  the  houses  are  supplied 
with  both  gas  and  electric  light. 

Southwold  is  dependant  almost  entirely  on  its 
summer  visitors  and  ’longshore  fishing;  its  only  other 
industries  being  brewing  and  the  manufacturing  of 
knitted  goods  and  bedding.  The  factory  for  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  flock  is  now  completed  and  in  full  work.

Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Local  Authority. — 
The  officers  of  the  Local  Authority  who  are  engaged  in 
the  Health  Services  of  the  District  are  all  part-time 
officials.  Exchequer  grants  are  made  to  the  Council 
under  the  Public  Health  Acts  to  the  salaries  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 
The  size  of  the  town  does  not  necessitate  the  appointment 
of  specialised  inspectors,  health  visitors  or  nurses.

On  April  4th,  1930,  the  Council  concluded  an 
agreement  with  the  Lowestoft  Borough  Council 
for  the  reception  and  treatment  at  the  Lowestoft 
Isolation  Hospital  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease 
(excluding  Smallpox)  occurring  in  Southwold,  as 
follows : — 

{a)  The  cases  which  the  Lowestoft  Council 
are  prepared  to  admit  are  those  of  Scarlet 
Fever,  Diphtheria,  Enteric  Fever,  Puerperal 
Fever  and  Pyrexia  and  Encephalitis  Lethargia, 
and  any  other  infectious  diseases  (with  the 
exception  of  small  pox)  for  which  treatment  can 
conveniently  be  provided. 

ih)  The  cases  to  be  under  the  care  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Staff  at  the 
Hospital  and  the  Medical  Officer  to  have  power 
at  his  discretion  to  refuse  admission  of  any 
cases  which  he  deems  unsuitable. 

(c)  The  charge  to  be  paid  by  this  Council  to 
be  at  the  rate  of  10/6  per  patient  per  day  and  in 
addition  a  charge  calculated  at  the  rate  of  l/- 
per  mile  to  be  paid  in  respect  of  the  conveyance 
of  each  patient  to  the  Hospital.

ili)  In  the  event  of  an  epidemic  occurring  in 
Lowestoft  the  Council  reserve  to  themselves  the 
right  to  suspend  the  arrangements  until  the 
epidemic  has  abated. 

At  the  same  time  this  Council  decided  that,  as 
under  paragraph  (d),  the  accommodation  at 
Lowestoft  might  not  be  always  available,  the 
present  Isolation  Hospital  at  Southwold  should 
be  maintained  until  such  time  as  the  County 
Council  have  completed  their  Hospital  Scheme 
under  the  Local  Government  Act  of  1929. 

The  Southwold  Isolation  Hospital  is  a  temporary 
builditigof  galvanised  iron,  of  one  block;  contain¬ 
ing  two  wards,  each  capable  of  accommodating 
two  patients.  There  is  no  separate  administrative 
block,  but  provision  is  made  for  one  or  two  nurses 
and  a  caretaker  who  also  acts  as  cook.  There  js 
laundry  and  mortuary  adjacent  and  a  telephone 
is  installed.  The  nursing  staff  is  obtained  as 
occasion  requires  and  the  Hospital  can  be  got 
ready  for  patients  in  a  few  hours. 

3.  Smallpox. 

Accommodation  is  provided  by  the  County 
Sanitary  Authorities. 


Voluntary  Hospitals. — The  Southwold  General 
Hospital  which  serves  the  Borough  and  surrounding 
Parishes  consists  of  two  public  wards  of  5  beds  each  for 
males  and  females  respectively  and  3  private  wards  for 
either  sex.  This  accommodation  can  be  extended  in 
cases  of  emergency  by  utilizing  two  verandahs. 

The  Hospital  is  under  the  management  of  a  Local 
Voluntary  Committee  and  is  maintained  by  public 
subscription  in  addition  to  a  charge  paid  by  the  patients. 
This  latter  varies  according  to  the  means  of  the  patient 
concerned  and  where  necessary,  is  remitted. 

The  Medical  Arrangements  are  under  the  care  of 
an  Honorary  Medical  Staff  and  the  regular  Nursing  Staff 
consists  of  a  Matron,  Sister  and  4  Nurses. 

The  Hospital  is  provided  with  an  adequate 
Operating  Theatre  atid  a  modern  X-ray  Outfit. 

The  Borough  Council  have  pi’ovided  a  Public 
Mortuary  and  P.M.  room  adjoining  the  Hospital. 
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Ambulance  Facilities. — The  Southwold  Ambulance 
Section  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  has  now  a 
Motor  Ambulance  available  day  and  night  for  any  service 
required.  The  Town  Council  makes  a  grant  of  £10  per 
annum  towards  its  upkeep. 

The  Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  F.  Cox,  has  submitted,  at 
the  request  of  Dr.  Lund,  the  local  commandant,  the 
following  details  of  service  since  its  arrival  on  February 
28th,  1930.

The  members  of  the  Southwold  Red  Cross  Detach¬ 
ment  give  their  services,  but  a  small  charge  is  made  for 
the  use  of  the  ambulance  except  in  cases  of  patients  who 
cannot  afford  to  pay,  when  the  whole  service  is  gratuitous. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres.  —  The  County 
Council  have  a  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  in 
the  Borough. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
OF  THE  AREA. 

The  whole  of  the  houses  in  the  Borough  are 
supplied  with  water  by  the  Water  Compatiy. 

An  analysis  of  the  water  is  given  on  page  5. 

Rivers  and  Streams. — There  are  no  rivers  or 
streams  in  Southwold  from  which  water  for  domestic 
purposes  can  be  obtained,  as  that  portion  of  the  River 
Blyth  which  forms  a  boundary  of  the  Borough  is  tidal 
and  carries  the  effluent  of  the  Sewage  Works. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — The  Town  is  sewered 
throughout,  the  Main  Drainage  being  installed  in  the 
year  1894  by  Frederick  Beesley,  M.Inst.C.E.  The  main 
bulk  of  the  sewage  gravitates  to  the  Outfall  Works  on 
the  Sewer  Marsh  ;  that  from  the  South  end  of  the  town 
flows  to  a  tank  at  the  bottom  of  Constitution  Hill  whence 
it  is  forced  by  a  Shanes'  Patent  Pneumatic  Ejector, 
worked  by  compressed  air,  through  a  rising  main,  to  the 
Market  Place  and  thence  to  the  Outfall  Works.  There 
is  also  a  small  Shanes'  installation  at  the  North  end  of 
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the  town  which  raises  the  sewage  from  a  receiving  tank 
in  North  Road  to  the  sewer  in  Pier  Avenue.  These 
ejectors  have  been  found  very  satisfactory  in  operation, 
the  only  trouble  beyond  ordinary  wear  and  depreciation 
being  the  occurrence  in  the  sewers  of  pieces  of  wood,  etc., 
which  have  caused  trouble  by  choking  the  outlet  valves. 

This  method  of  dealing  with  our  sewage  has  proved 
quite  satisfactory  in  practice  and  economical  in  working 
and  maintenance. 

All  houses  in  the  town  itself  are  provided  with 
water  closets.  Those  situated  in  outlying  parts  are  fitted 
with  satisfactory  earth  or  chemical  conveniences. 

Scavenging. — During  the  past  year  a  new  system 
of  house  scavenging  has  been  inaugurated.  Previously 
the  Town  Council  had  used  their  own  horses  and  carts 
for  this  purpose,  but  these  carts  being  obsolete  in  pattern 
and  faulty  in  design,  the  question  arose  as  to  the 
advisability  of  purchasing  new  carts  or  a  motor  dust 
collecting  vehicle.  After  due  consideration  it  was  decided 
to  put  the  collection  of  house  refuse  out  to  contract. 
Accordingly  a  Contract  was  entered  into  for  three  years, 
the  Contractor  providing  a  properly  designed  motor 
vehicle  for  the  purpose  of  the  collection  of  the  refuse  and 
conveying  it  to  the  Council’s  tip.  Up  to  the  present  this 
has  worked  very  satisfactorily.  The  refuse  is  collected 
quicker,  with  a  minimum  of  annoyance,  and  at  no  extra 
cost. 

With  regard  to  the  disposal  of  the  refuse.  For 
many  years  this  was  deposited  in  a  field  at  Reydon  and 
burnt  in  situ.  The  resulting  deposit,  after  sorting,  has 
been  and  is  still  being  used  as  filling  and  as  foundation 
for  footpaths.  During  the  summer  months  of  last  year 
one  of  the  Corporation  Marshes  was  utilised  as  a  trial 
site  for  controlled  tipping.  A  trench  was  dug,  the  refuse 
placed  in  the  trench  and  covered  over  with  excavated 
earth,  care  being  taken  that  no  face  work  was  left 
uncovered.  This  system  carried  out  with  care  eliminates 
all  nuisance  and  also  will  raise  the  level  of  the  marsh 
about  three  feet.  During  wet  weather,  access  to  the 
marsh  was  difficult,  and  recourse  had  to  be  made 
temporarily  to  the  old  tip.  It  is  anticipated  however  that 
when  a  portion  of  the  marsh  is  raised  to  a  level  sufficient 
to  allow  of  the  appi’oach  of  carts  in  all  weathers,  this 
method  of  disposal  will  be  able  to  be  carried  out 
continuously.

Schools. — There  are  three  large  Schools  in  the 
town,  viz.  : 

1.  The  Centre  Cliff  Girls’  Boarding  School,  attached 

to  St.  Felix  School  at  Reydon. 

2.  Eversley  School,  a  Preparatory  Boarding  School 

for  boys. 

3.  The  National  Elementary  School  for  boys  and 

girls. 

There  are  also  four  small  private  schools. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  two  former  is  excellent 
and  both  have  the  town  water  supply  and  drainage. 


National  Schools. —  It  has  been  decided  to  build  a 
new  senior  Elementary  School  in  Reydon,  adjoining  the 
pi'esent  Reydon  School.  The  future  of  the  present  junior 
School  is  still  under  consideration. 


PORT  SANITARY  AUTHORITY. 

Southwold  Harbour  is  almost  entirely  unused 
except  by  the  local  ’longshoi’e  fishing  boats,  a  few  pleasure 
yachts  in  the  summer,  and  a  small  but  variable  number  of 
small  steamers  and  sailing  barges.  The  vessels  shown 
below  as  sailing  from  foreign  ports  were  ships  conveying 
road  material,  etc.,  from  Belgian  ports  to  Southwold. 

The  Corporation  Official  Rat-catcher  periodically 
visits  the  Harbour  and  poisons  the  rats.  There  is  no 
record  of  the  number  destroyed,  as  by  the  use  of 
poison  it  is  not  possible  to  trace  this. 

The  Council  has  recently  obtained  a  Cyano  Gassing 
Machine  which  has  been  used  with  vei’y  satisfactory 
results  on  the  Refuse  Tips  at  Reydon.

HOUSING. 

A  total  of  thirty-two  subsidy  houses  have  now 
been  completed  under  the  1923  Housing  Act  and  twenty- 
three  under  the  1924  Housing  Act,  and  there  are  ten  in 
course  of  erection  under  the  latter. 


HOUSING  CONDITIONS. 

The  houses  in  the  town  are,  as  a  whole,  of  a 
reasonabl}^  modern  type  although  a  certain  number  of 
small  cottages  are  of  considerable  age.  The  Council  has, 
before  and  since  the  war,  erected  fifty-one  houses,  making 
a  total  of  sixty-one  when  those  nowin  hand  are  completed. 
Besides  these  thirty-two  houses  have  been  built  under  the 
“  Subsidy  ”  scheme.  Of  the  Council  houses,  twenty-three 
have  been  erected  dui’iiig  the  last  two  years  undei’  the 
1924  Housing  Act,  and  ten  more  are  in  coui’se  of 
construction. 
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The  extra  accommodation  thus  available  has 
permitted  of  the  clearance  of  some  of  the  least  desirable 
houses  in  the  town,  which  latter  have  been  renovated  or 
permanently  closed. 

There  still  remain,  however,  a  few  more  houses 
awaiting  the  transfer  of  their  occupants  when  further 
new  houses  are  completed. 

All  houses  in  the  Borough  are  on  the  main  water 
supply,  although  a  few  share  a  common  tap  with  their 
neighbou  rs. 

All  houses  have  their  own  sanitary  accommodation 
except  about  twelve  small  cottages  where  one  closet  is 
shared  by  two  adjacent  tenements.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION 

OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Siifply.— The.  Milk  Supply  of  Southwold  is 
both  ample  in  quantity  and  satisfactory  in  quality. 

There  are  three  Dairies:  one  being  supplied  from 
Stock  fed  on  the  Common  and  the  others  obtain  their 
milk  from  farms  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Borough. 

The  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  are  frequently  inspected 
and  have  always  been  found  clean. 
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I  have  frequently  visited  and  inspected  the  various 
herds  of  cows  kept  within  this  Borough,  and  have  had  no 
occasion  to  take  any  action  regarding  these  visits,  nor 
have  any  complaints  been  made  to  me. 

There  is  one  firm  licensed  for  the  sale  of  Pasteurised 
Milk.  This  milk  is  prepared  in  Lowestoft  and  delivered 
daily  at  Southwold,  in  sealed  bottles. 


Meat. — Meat  is  periodically  inspected  by  me  at  the 
slaughter  house  and  also  when  exposed  for  sale  in  the 
shops  in  the  town  and  it  has  been  found  to  be  of  excellent 
quality. 

There  is  no  Public  Slaughter  House  and  only  one 
private  one  which  is  used  by  one  butcher.  The  other 
butchers’  supplies  are  slaughtered  at  Reydon  in  the 
Blything  Rural  District  Council’s  area  and  are,  of  course, 
supervised  by  their  officers. 

The  Local  Slaughter  House  has  been  frequently 
inspected  and  the  regulations  as  to  limewashing,  cleansing 
and  stoi’ing  of  Cattle  have  been  observed  and  carried  out 
to  my  satisfaction.
